At the moment sia heavily — a 
dattleships and cruisers are 
important a role in the present war it — 
of interest to recall the fact that the first 
ironclad that ever actually put to sea 
was built by the now so degenerate peo- 
ple of Corea as far beck as in 1802, that 
is to say, when Queen ®lizabeth was still 
on the throne of England and just about 
the time when what is now the state of 
Virginia was brought into existence as 
an English colony.
